And Paule layde his 
handes bponthem,and the holy gooſte caine on them, and 
they {pakeiwith tounges,and pꝛophelied, and all the menne

Aud he went inte the Sinagoge, and behaued him feife 
boldely for the {pace of thae monethes, Difputinge, and ge⸗ 
upnge them exhortations ofthe kyngedome of God, wher 
Divers waxed hardeharted,and beleued not,but (pake cull 
ofthe mape, (and that before the multitude) he Departed 
fromthé,and ſeparated the diſciples. And he diſputed dally 
in the (cole of one called Tyrannus. And this continued by 
the {pace of tooo pearessfo that althey which Dweltin Atta, 
vbearde the worde ofthe ord Felu, both Jewes and Gres 
Ckes.

After thele thinges were ended, aul purpoled 
inthe {paite,to patte oner Macedoniaand Achaia,and togo 
to Ferisfalem, fapinge: after Jhaue bene there, Jmuſt aſio 
fe Rome, So fent he into Macedonia, two of them that mi: 
niftred buto hin, Cimotheusand Eraſtus: but he him felfe: 
remapned in Alia fog aſeaſon.

And 
when we had fapled ſſowly many dayes, feafe were come 
ouer agaynſt Gnpdon(becaule the wynde wit hſtode bs we 
layled harde by the Coſtes of Candy ouer agaynſt Salmo, 
and with much woꝛke layled beponde it, and came bute ã 
place calied fayꝛe hauens nye wherebdnto, was a citie called 
Lalſea.when muche time was ſpent, and ſaylyng was noo 
teoperdeous, becaule alſo § toe had ouerlonge faſted, Paule 
put theminremembgaunce,and fapde buto them.
